f'l). All applications for Private Hills, properly the 
subjec t of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
British Columbia, within the purview of "The British 
North America Act, 1807," whether for the erection of 
a bridge, the making of a Railroad, Turnpike. Head, or 
Telegraph Line; the construction or Improvement of a 
Harbour, Canal, Lock, Ham, or Slide, or other like 
work; tho granting of a right of Ferr. ; the incorpora- 
of any particular trade orcnllilig or or any Joint Slock 
Company; ol otherwise for granting to any individual 
or Individuals any exclusive or peculiar rights or privi- 
leges whatever, or for doing any matter ,.r thing which 
in its operation would affect the right or property of 
other parties, or relate to any particular class of the 
community; or for making any amendment of a like 
nature to any former Act, — shall require a Notice, 
clearly and distinctly specifying the nature and object 
of the application, to la- published as follows, viz:— 

A notice inserted in the Hritlsh Columbia Gazette, 
and in one newspaper published in the district affected, 
or it there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest District in which a 
newspaper is published. 

It-e" Such notice shall be continued Infeach case for a 
period of at least six weeks, durini; the interval ■ f time 
between tlie close of the next preceding Session and 
the consideration of tlie petition. _£g 

51. Before any Petition praying for le.vo to bring in 
a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is pre- 
sented to the House, the person or persons Intending 
to petition for such Hill shall, upon giving the notice 
prescribed in the preceding Rule, also at the same 
time, and in the same manner, glvo notice of the rates 
which they[tntend to itsk, the extent of the privilege, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts or vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same.

Immigration. 

Tho official report from tlio Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Immigration 
for tho year 1871 is beforo us. Inas- 
much as thero aro few things more im- 
portant to Canada at tho prosont time 
than thoso treated in this report, a 
glance at its contents cannot proro al- 
together .uninteresting, even in this 
remote part of tho Dominion. Tho eyo 
naturally wanders in search of thoso 

• figures indicating the gross immigation 
during tlio year. And it must bo con- 
fessed that, at first sight, thoso figuros 
do not bear a very encouraging aspect. 
It appears that the total immigration 

•: during tho year was only G5.722. Yot 
one finds encouragement in tho fact 
that, although less than that of either 
of ' the preceding years, it was, with 
that one exception, greater than that 
of any'other year since 1854. Thero is 
another rcspoct in which tho immigra- 
tion statistics of last year aro especially 
satisfactory, viz, in this, that a consid- 
erably larger proportion remained in 
tho country. The smallness of tho 
proportion of Irish immigrants to Eng- 
lish is a romarkablo feature of tho ro- 
port. It will bo remembered that in 
formor times the Irish element largely 
predominated. Last year, of those 
landing at Quebec, it was only 2,'JSO 
against 17,915 English. This chango 
is doubtless partly attributable to tlio 
fact that an improving home condition 
has gone far towards drying up the 
stream of outflowing population. It is 
perhaps also partly owing to tho fact 
that a larger proportion of Irish than 
English resort directly to tho United 
States. In 18G'J we observo that tho 
Scandinavian immigrants landed at tho 
port of Quebec numbered 10,780. It 
will give an idea of tho growing import- 
ance, of tho department to mention that 
tlio correspondence during the year reach- 
ed 40,125 letters, being an increaso upon 
the provious year 8G05 of letters. Tho total 
expenditure for tlio immigration and 
quarantine services during the year, al- 
though a considerable advance on the 
previous year, seems small, — 885,321. It 
must bo remembered, however, that this 
does not include Provincial expenditure, 
which amounted to $18,364, thus making 
the total immigration charges for tho yoar, 
both Dominion ,'and Provincial, $133,612- 
28. In these estimates aro not included 
the results of the benevolent efforts put 
forward by Miss Eyo and Miss Macplier- 
sOn. During tho year tho former brought 
out and placed 277 servant girls; Miss 
Macphersou, 501. It must be confessed 
that, viewed in the light of the wants and 
capacity of tho Dominion and tho volume 
of emigration leaving European shores, 
these figures tako liliputiun dimensions; 
but it is confidently believed that as tho 
volume of effort increases and the in- 
strumentalities employed become perfect- 
ed, so will the tide of immigration swell 
during tho present and succeeding years; 
and that, as the magnificent Fertile licit 
becomes opened up and communication 
therewith is facilitated, tho percentage of 
immigration remaining in the Dominion 
will be greatly increased. Tho report 
says: "It is contemplated to send imme- 
diately a number of agents to the rural 
parts of England, Scotland, Ireland, and 
parts of the continent, particularly Alsace 
and Lorraine, to tho contiguous parts of 
Germany and France, and to tho Scandin- 
avian Kingdoms, for tho purpose of dif- 
fusing, by means of lectures and printed 
matter, information respecting the Domin- 
ion as a field for immigration. 'Die De- 
partment also proposes to issue imme- 
diately large numbers of publications to 
diffuse information in the United King- 
dom respecting the Dominion; and it is 
proposed also to make publications in 
the. continental languages." It will bo 
reniuniberod that we, somo months ago, 
published the scheme agreed upon by tho 
Conference held last year at Ottawa and 
at which British Columbia was repre- 
sented by Mr. Stahlschmidt, of this 
city, and that the] scheme provided for 
combined effort amongst the various Pro- 
vinces, and for Federal grants in aid of 
Provincial effort. Referring to that 
scheme, tho report says, "Tho Dominion 
Government and tho several Provinces 
are now acting under tho terms of this 
arrangement." British Columbians will 
bo surprised to learn this; for they will 
look in vain for any ovidenco that this 
Province is "acting 1 ' under that or any 
other arrangement for tho promotion of 
immigration. It is quite truo that during 
tholast session of our Legislature a Select 
Committee was appointed to consider and 
report upon tho subject of Immigration. 
That Committee, amongst other things, 
recommended "That tho House do assent 
to] tho Terms and conditions agreed to 
at Ottawa in September, 1871." The 
House agreed to tho recommendations; 
but, like other matters contained in tho 
report of the Committee, that appears to 
have boon tho last of it. We have heard 
of no Federal money being handed over 
to British Columbia for immigration pur- 
poses; or the establishment of a Federal 
agency hero for tho promotion of a like 
object, as provided for in the Conforonco 
arrangement. The report beforo us tells 
of tho appointment of Dominion agent 
(Mr. McMicking) to Manitoba, and ano- 
ther (Mr. Provoncher) to tho North West 
Territories; but tho report is silent as to 
Bri.ish Columbia. But, wo cannot very 
consistently blame tho F'ederal Govern- 
ment, when tho Local Government ap- 
pears to havo set tho example by ignoring 
tho recommendations of tho Legislature. 
"When will Governments and, wo may 
add, peoples arjso to a truo realization of 
tho importance of a largo and vigorous 
schemo o f immigration Y

Letter from Kootenay. 

FROM OUB OWN CORRESPONDENT. 

EniTOn British Colonist: — Wo learn 
by tho arrival of tho mail hero that wo 
aro to have but Direo more mails to Koot- 
enay this season (to the 1st April, 187:3.) 
How is this ? What dots it mean ? Aro 
we to be left without any communication 
from tho outsido world ? This is ovun 
worse than the old regime. Now that the 
country is settling up, farms being made 
and mining Interests improving, it seems 
to mi! that we should have increased mail 
facilities and we expect it now that wo 
are confederated. I would suggest an 
idea that I think would answer the pur- 
pose until such time as a proper mail 
service could bo arranged for this place. 
That is: Send the Kootenay mail to tho 
Spokane Bridge Postoffiee, within two 
hundred miles of this place, in Washing- 
ton Territory. We havo an expross from 
Walla Walla to here, and if the'expresa car- 
rier got i H subsidy, say of $50 or $75 per 
trip, wo could get the mail hero regularly 
the rest of tint season, The present mail 
contractor, we learn, gotfi §i!50 for tho 
round trip. At tho figures that I have 
given wo could havo seven trips or mails 
for the same amount, by way of Spokane. 
How is tltat for retrenchment ? But I 
hope that Kootenay will not be treated as 
she has always boon with regard to mails. 

We have had some changes hero in the 
official department, which I suppose you 
haxo heard of. Mr. Vowell (formally 
Constable id Big Bend) is Gold Commis- 
sioner, wlio, by tho way, will do no busi- 
ness until ho receives instructions. Mr. 
O. Booth, formally of Cariboo, is Head 
Constable and Clerk, who attends to his 
own business strictly and is beoomjng 
quite popular. Also, Messrs. Fornio and 
Milne as Constables, who aro so well 
known amongst us that they roquiro no 
comment. And last, but not least, Mr. 
Seelye, of your town, to tho Customs De- 
partment. We consider ourselves highly 
honored by his being appointed here, as 
ho is the type of men that wo want 
amongst 11« — tho champion of Respon- 
sible Government and a thorough going 
business man, Mr, Boolyo is so much 
pleased with our country 'that lie intends 
moving his family hero. Quv member 
for Kootenay has also arrived [(ere, but 
as yet has not "rose to explain," which j 
suppose ho will do beforo ho returns to 
Victoria. 

The mines in the old camp (Wild 
Horse) are, I think, better than they have 
boon for somo years post. 

On Perry Greek the Montgomery Shaft 
Co. aro making good wages and prospects 
an; good. Two or three other shafts aro 
being sunk, but no bedrock as yet. 
I Harvesting hero has just commenced 
ami tho crops look very favorable con- 
sidering tho dry season. 

The survey party (S) havo moved their 
bag and baggage and gone to Boat En- 
campment, en route to Leather Pass.

Letter from Skeena River. 

[from an occasional CORRESPONDENT.] 

Hazelton, Aug. 14, 1872. 

By this timo of courso you havo heard 
all tho nows from this placo with roforonco 
to our lato Indian troubles. But it might 
not bo wearisonio to your numorous read- 
ers to obtain a detailed account of tho 
sayings uud doings of such an out-of-tho- 
way place of tho Dominion as Hazelton, 
Forks of Skoena. 

In tho first placo let mo toll you a little 
about our town; for it is a town and for 
so short a timo would compare favorably 
with older ones on tho Eraser. It is sit- 
uated on tho west bank of tho Skeena 
about ono milo from tho forks of tho West- 
onquor, on a largo level hazol flat from 
which it has taken its namo. Thero aro 
now ton largo, well-built stores and housos, 
besides small dwelling housos. Those 
doing business hero aro Messrs. Cunning- 
ham & Hankin; Farron & Mitchell; and 
Boyd, Roed & Tregonian. Mr. Nelson I 
believe has loft for good. 

Onr gardens look splendid, and not less 
than 20 tons of potatoes and at least 10 
tons of turnips, besides other vegotablos, 
will be tho result; wo havo enjoyod greon 
peas for tho last two weeks, and if wo can 
only keep tho Indians from stealing our 
vegetables, as they did last year, wo shall 
bo all right for plenty of provisions dur- 
ing tho winter. 

And now I suppose I must say some- 
thing about our Indian troubles. Tho 
Indian village? at Kitsegoulthly was burnt 
to tho ground without a vestige remain- 
ing. Tho Indians wero at that timo (i.e. 
most of them) returning from mass, and 
at tho sight of their village being totally 
destroyed, of courso wero naturally on- 
raged, moreover, having heard reports 
that it had boon dono through tho care- 
lessness of tho whites. Messrs. Cunning- 
ham & Hankin had two freight canoos on 
tho river at tho time, and Mr. Brown was 
a passenger to the Forks. When they ar- 
rived at the burned village, tho Indians 
met them armed and showed signs of 
hostility, saying, "no freight should go 
through till tho afl'air was settled, but 
any passengers or empty canoos could go 
when and whore thoy liked." Without 
more words, Mr. Brown returned to Kit- 
wungai and then communicated with Mr. 
Hankin, at tho Forks, by letter. Mr. 
Hankin went down immediately and at 
first could not succeed in getting up his 
goods, but felt certain that as soon as tho 
storm was over it would bo easy enough. 
However, Mr. Brown decided to return to 
tho mouth and thence to Victoria. Two 
days afterwards, Mr. Hardun's canoes 
aud goodn went through in perfect safety 
and had 50 freight boats been at Kitwun- 
gar all could havo dono tho samo. Mr. 
Hankin has been living for years among 
these Indians and knows them well, and 
ho has told mo that the trouble would on- 
ly bo for a moment and would soon be 
quiet again. His opinion has turned out 
perfectly correct. 

The reports that havo reached Victoria 
havo been very detrimental to this place, 
and without any occasion. Thero is not 
and never was the slightest cause for fear 
for tho inhabitants of this placo. Tho In- 
dians bore too well know that they can- 
not live without tho aid of the white man. 
They are no hunters, and what littlo game 
thoy got has been thrown aside for the 
Hour of tho trader. Tho whole thing 
could havo been settled amicably had Mr. 
Brown proceeded to tho Forks and com- 
municated with Mr. Fitzgerald, who has 
a thorough knowledge of the Indian char- 
actor, and would, if a lettor had reached 
him, havo proceeded to tho Forks at once. 
It is a groat pity that the trouble has been 
to magnified. Tho Indians now havo been 
invited to tho coast to confer with his 
honor; wo havo not yet heard tho rosult. 
I hope it will bo satisfactory. 

Mr, Fitzgerald arrived hero on tho 3d 
August, state! pnfl fifty and proceeded 
down to the ranch ( but Jjj tllO moillJ- 
timo Mr. Brown had been up and tho 
Indians had all gono to tho coast. M r - 
Fitzgerald returned tho next day and pro- 
ceeded to Uabino and from thero ho in- 
tends to out out tho Fryingpan Pubs, — a 
thing long desired, 

Salmon are very scarce this year; ton 
taking tho placo of ono hundred last 
year, 

Although sihu.tnd so far away .Dominion 
Day was celebrated with great success. 
Hazelton possossos the first Dominion flag 
thrown to the breeze in tho Ominoca Dis- 
trict. 

News from tho mines is good. Most 
claims paying well; but no nows of largo 
strikes. 

Several parties aro prospecting tho 
country between the watersheds of thoNass 
and Skeena. 

Moore's and Dancing Bill's pack trains 
start to-day with full loads for Babino. Tho 
H.B.Co.'s packers havo boon steadily 
packing for the last two months. 

I soo by your papers thatSOdeg, in the 
shade is considered very hot in Victoria. 
Here wo have experienced 127 dog. in tho 
sun, and, for soveral consecutive days, 
'JOdeg. in the shade.

Cannibalism. 

Alert Bay, Sept. 13th, 1872. 
Editob Bbitish Colonist: — Some timo 
ago I noticed an invitation given by a 
gentlcmanjof Archmlogical proclivities to 
examine somo human bones that wore 
supposed to be used at sacrifices. It has 
been customary with all tho Indians on 
the Coast to practice tho eating of human 
flesh. It is a remnant of this practice) 
that is meant to bo practiced when at a 
certain SOftSOD. of the year tho Indians in 
Victoria tear and oat dogs during tho win- 
tor mouths, All tho tribes in this District 
use the real tiling; and when the flesh i« 
eaten off the thigh thoy break the bono, 
take tho marrow and annoint tho tongue 
of their young priests or doctors at their 
initiation which takos placo during tho 
winter months; this marrow commands a 
high prioo, and is retailed by tho Priest 
for various purposes; to divert a man-of- 
war; to escape somo duo punishment; to 
cause ill-luck to an enemy. Young men 
wear it around their necks dono up in a 
swoet-scontod herb, and is thought to bo 
a sure charm to secure their lady-loves. 
As much as 20 blankets wero given last 
winter for a piece the sizo of a pea, which 
it is said accomplished its end. Anyone 
wishing to soo the real bone-breaking pro- 
cess should come along about tho middle 
of February. And it .will need no anti- 
quarian to show how tho thing in dono.

A Terrible Tragedy- 

A terrible tragedy has just been dis- 
covered in tho South of England. 

Li 1851, Juinos Dalglish, a merchant 
of the City of London, bocamo acquaint- 
ed with Miss Josephine Helshom, tho 
daughter of a physician in lucrative 
practise. A few months after tho in- 
troduction they were married. Mr 
Dalglish was a member of the firm of 
Raleigh. Dalglish, 'White & Co., and 
was considered a very wealthy man. 
Holsham's marriage was considered an 
advantageous ono for her, and she 
received congratulations on all hands. 
A constant visitor at her father's house 
was Chas. Seton, a poor and struggl- 
ing artist, but a young man possessed 
of lino, intellectual features', Mr. 
Dalglish purchased a beautiful villa at 
Richmond andhandsomelyfumislrecl it. 
Ho and his wife continued to reside 
thero for about two years. Richmond 
is about twolvo miles from London, 
and easy of access by railway. Mr. 
Dalglish would take cars for the city in 
tho morning, aud return homo to din- 
ner in tho ovoning. 

About seven months after the mar- 
riage Mrs. Dalglish gave birth to a 
very tine child, which circumstance 
caused remarks of a not too charitable 
nature; but the matter died away, and 
Mr. Dalglish, who loved his wife 
with undying devotion, and had in her 
the utmost confidence, never doubted 
for a moment. But as the child grew, 
the likeness between the child and Chas 
Seton, was something remarkable. The 
oyes and the features wore evidently 
his; but that gave Mr. Dalglish no 
causo for uneasiness. After four years 
of conjugal felicity to Mr. Dalglish, 
and, so far as we tire aware, of equal 
happiness to his wife, it became neces- 
sary for him, in consequence of very 
largo outstandings in Australia that 
his firm was unable to collect, that ho 
should proceed to Melbourne and 
Sydney, as the firm were temporarily 
embarrassed for want of remittances. 
Bidding tho wife ho so much loved a' 
fond adieu, he departed for Australia, 
and after visiting Melbourne] Sydney 
and Adelaide, he returned to England 
after the lapse of two years. Prior to 
his embarking from Melbourne, for 
Liverpool ho addressed a letter to his 
wife, informing her that ho would be 
in England shortly after the receipt of 
of his letter, But the steamer by 
which tho letter was forwarded and the 
mails wore all lost. On his arrival in 
Liverpool he took the express train for 
London, and arrived at his homo at 
10 o'clock at night. He was received 
with open arms by his wife, and kiss- 
ing her and the child again and again, 
he believed that he had returned to en- 
joy tho society of tho wife ho so much 
loved. 

Returning homo ono day earlier than 
usual, he saw a Hamsom cab driving away 
from his door, and Charles Seton was its 
occupant. His jealonsy was raised, for the 
child had become the perfect imago of 
Seton. A few weeks afterwards he went 
to the rural post offiee, which was not far 
from his villa, to purchase some stationery, 
when tho young postmistress told him she 
had two letters for his wife, marked "To 
be left till called for." He tool c them from 
her. Thoy were addressed in tho language 
of passionate love to his wife, inquiring 
as to tho health of tho two children, and 
signed by Charles Seton. Prom the con- 
tents of tho letter it wasevidontthat Dalg- 
lihs's wife was the mother of t wo children 
by Oliarlas Seton. Dalglish staggered homo 
and sought his wife, He banded her tho 
two letters and demanded an explanation. 
She calmly told him that ho was a wretch 
for opening letters addressed to her, and 
that tho explanation that sho had to give 
him would lead to a separation forever. 
In calm words she told him that the child 
that was born seven months after their 
marriage wasnot his, but Charles Seton 's, 
and that throe monthsprior to his arrival 
in England from Melbourne sho had bo- 
come the mother of anothor child by Seton, 
which was in the oare of n nurse. Stun- 
ned with the nows, he left his homo that 
night and went toMorley's hotel. Charing 
Cross, and in the morning drove to his 
counting house in the city, drew a chock 
for .€25,000, wont to his attorneys, Messrs. 
Freshfleld &0o., who wore attorneys for 
the Bank of England, made a settlement 
on his wife and her two children of t"io,- 
000, and appointed Mr. Froshfiold the 
trustee. Mr. Dalglish immediately pro- 
ceeded to Liverpool unknown to his part- 
ners, where ho embarked for tno United 
States. Ho remained in Now York somo 
time, but did not find suitable investment 
for his £5,000. Ho wont, to Chicago 
where ho entered into partnership, with 
Nathan Gatch'oll in the grain business. 
But in six months, owing to disastrous 
speculations and tho recklessness of (!at- 
ohell, Dalglish was left' without a dollar. 
Ho obtained a railroad pass to Cincinnati, 
and on arriving thero answered advertise- 
ment after advertisement, but ho could 
obtain no situation. At length he became 
a book canvasser; but as hp has not suited 
for the business, although ho struggled 
hard, he was oft-times living for weeks on 
bread and water. On one occasion ho was 
arrested by a Dutchman named Jack Shiede 
at Freeport, Pa., for obtaining board under 
false pretences, and lie would most as- 
suredly have been imprisoned by a country 
justice had it not been for the interfer- 
ence of b member of the Masonic fratern- 
ity, In Pittsburg ho accidentally met an 
old London acquaintance, who advised 
him to go west, and advanced him suffici- 
ent money for the purpose. H-' arrived 
in St. Louis, where ho obtained a situa- 
tion as bookkeeper to a substantial firm. 
After two years had expired ho was made 
a partner, and ivt tho end of ten 
years ho retired from tho linn 
with out! hundred thousand dollars. 
During all these years ho had kept up a 
correspondence with a friend in London. 
That friend had watched his wife by the 
aid of a deteotivo. He know that sho was 
living all those years with Charles Seton; 
but the infatuation ho had for her never 
seemed to leave him. When Iks heard from 
his friend, at tho end of last year, that 
Charles Seton was dead, he sailed for En- 
gland with about 8100,000. Ho rested 
quietly in London for somo timo, slaying 
at tho Bridge Houso ilolol; but at length 
ho resolved to visit l|is wife, whoso resi- 
dence ho tod ascertained from his friend. 
She was living in a comfortable house at 
HtittiUeheuth, ucur Aldorholo, in tho couu- 



ty of Dorsetshire, tolerably well provided 
for from tho interest of tho money ho had 
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Waterloo Bridge train, in a few hours ho 
was faco to face with his wife. What passed 
at the interview will never be known; but 
it is presumed that seeing Seton was dead, 
ho endeavored to iuduco her to live with 
him again, which sho refused. Her daugh- 
ter, a young lady of about ninoteoii, exceed- 
ingly beautiful, was in tho house at tho 
timo, but not present jit the interview. 
After Hponding three hours together thoy 
walked into the woods, or copse, adjoining 
tho houso. Tho copso was about ono milo 
in cireumforenco. Hours elapsed, even 
days, and no tidings wero heard of Mrs. 
Dalglish. It was presumed thnt sho had 
left the neighborhood with her husband. 
At longth suspicions arose thnt something 
was wrong, as sho did not communicate 
with her children, and tho story of her 
being missed was communicated to the 
police from one end of England to tho other. 
Mr. Dalglish, six hours after lie entered 
tho littlo wood, was in thoLangham Hotel, 
London, whoro ho registered himself as 
Charles Walton. Ho never loft his hotel 
oxcopt in tho evening, and was continually 
engaged in writing during the day. But as 
ho did not leave his bed-room for two days, 
and ho did not answer to the mnuy 
knocks made at his door, it was broken 
open and ho was found dead, having taken 
a largo dose of laudanum. In his pocket 
was a will duly attested, by which lie loft 
all his property to tho children of his wife. 
A manuscript waslyingon the table, giving 
the full history of his life. Ho confessed 
ho had murdered his wifej and tried to 
justify himself on tho ground that she had 
made tho lifo of a good man a perfect hell 
upon earth. Ho stated where tho body 
would be found. Tho wood was diligently 
searched, and Mrs. Dalgise's body was 
found under a heap of dried leaves. Tho 
head, which had been sawn from tho body, 
wits lying a hundred yards distant. Sho 
had been stabbed in the region of the 
heart eight tirn^s, and, when found, pre- 
sented the most ghastly appearance.
